Cleveland (Sept. 27)--Jim Brown: All American, a new Spike Lee documentary about the Cleveland Browns 
football great, will premiere in a special Cleveland engagement on Saturday, October 5, at the Cleveland Museum of 
Art (CMA), 11150 East Boulevard in University Circle. Show times are 1:30 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. 

Both Spike Lee and Jim Brown will attend each showing and will answer audience questions after the film.

Football, Film Legend Returns to Cleveland 


Cleveland football fans and students of football history know Jim Brown as the unstoppable running back 
who played for the Cleveland Browns from 1957 through 1965. He was the NFL’s Rookie of the Year in 1957, and 
was named MVP in 1958 after leading the league in rushing with 1,527 yards and touchdowns with 18. Combining 
outstanding speed with awesome power, he led the NFL in rushing eight times in his nine seasons in the NFL. 
Brown was elected to the Football Hall of Fame in 1971 and is widely recognized as one of the greatest football 
players of all time. 

Unlike most athletes, Jim Brown retired when he was at the top of his game. He wanted to devote more 
time to his career as a movie star. His movies include The Dirty Dozen, Ice Station Zebra, 100 Rifles (co-starring 
Raquel Welch), The Grasshopper, Slaughter (co-starring Stella Stevens), and Three the Hard Way. An activist as 
well, life off the field has included a commitment to the African-American community. In the 1960s, Brown helped 
form the Negro Industrial Economic Union to assist black-owned businesses. In 1988, he created the Amer-I-Can 


program, an effort to turn gang members from destructive to productive members of society.

Master Filmmaker Adds Depth to Brown’s Story 

Lee’s 130-minute movie looks at each facet of Brown’s career as well as the underside of his magnetic 
personality, including his well-publicized problems with women and his run-ins with the law. Interviews with 
teammates, family, friends and co-stars paint a picture of a very complex man. 

Spike Lee is one of America’s most prominent filmmakers. In 1986, his debut film, the independently 
produced She’s Gotta Have It, earned him the Prix de Jeunesse Award at the Cannes Film festival. His past films 
include other such modern classics as Do the Right Thing (1989), and Malcolm X (1992). Recent films include 
Bamboozled and Summer of Sam.
